Nature and objective of programs in 
the department 


The courses, majors and honours programs in 
the Department of Political Science have two 
main goals. The first is to serve the interests of 
students in obtaining a clearer grasp of everyday 
political developments, both domestic and 
international, through a study of the underlying 
structures and processes of government and 
politics. In this respect, the department 
contributes to a liberal arts education. 


The second function of the department is to 
provide specialist training in the field of political 
science for those who have a professional interest 
in the subject; in other words, those students who 
are thinking of a particular type of occupation 
after leaving university. Political science 

provides a useful background for law, journalism, 
active participation in politics, positions in 
government at all levels, work in international 
agencies, and of course, teaching at the CEGEP 
or university level. However, it must be borne 

in mind that in some cases, such as teaching, a - 
further degree after the B.A. is required. 


Over the years, a large number of our majors 

and honours students have gone into law, teaching 
and journalism, and a few have gone into politics 
and been successful on various levels of 
government, including the federal Cabinet. Our 
students have won numerous distinctions and 
awards including Woodrow Wilson Fellowships, 
and have entered graduate work in major 
universities in Canada, the U.S. and Great 

Britain. 


A joint major in Political Science and Economics, 
a frequent choice, would be helpful for those 
going into government or business. Political 
Science and History is also a natural 
combination, the two fields being closely related. 
Another joint major might be with Sociology, 
useful for people going into community work. 


Major students from other departments also take 
courses in political science. For instance, a 
history major who is interested in Western 
Europe would be well advised to take this 
department's course in European Political 
Systems; an Economics or Sociology major 
interested in Canadian economic or social 
problems should take one of the courses in 
Canadian government and politics. 


Areas of the discipline 


The program of studies in the department is 
based upon the concept that it is more logical to 
concentrate on specific aspects. Accordingly, the 
field has been divided into four areas: | — 
Political Theory; || — Comparative Politics; 111 
— International Relations; and |V — Canada. 
There is a major program provided for each of 
the areas as well as the general major in 
Political Science, which covers all four areas. 
The honours program in Political Science 
similarly covers all four areas and provides an 
excellent basis for graduate work. 


Opportunity for individual study and tutoring by 
members of the Department is provided for 
honours students. Each honours student is 
assigned to a member of the full time staff with 
whom he meets several times each year for 
tutorial purposes.
